Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed amendment to distinguish the two OEG molcules with or 
without antigens would overcome rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Willner et al. in view of Svedhem et al. and Bentley et 
al. was discussed. Specifically, the Svedhem et al. reference's teaching of having at least two OEG SAM molecules 
with or without antigens was discussed. The passage in the second paragraph of the Introduction section of the 
Svedhem et al. discusses having more than one type of SAM molecules, wherein some of the SAM molecules would 
have anitgens (ligands) with the spacer SAM molecules in order to prevent steric hindrance that occurs in too closely 
packed antigens.
